Ready-made Towns. 

The American people certainly do not lack 
daring invention. Chicago has a man who 
has originated and carried into execution the 
idea of making a town for people to live i» 
Riverside is the name of the place. I 
is a suburb of Chicago. A company wes 
organized. It bought sixteen hundred acres 
of land, cight miles from the center of Chr- 
cagoon a railroad. It began work Junc, 
1869. It has built nine and a’ half miles of 
strects, seven miles of gravel walks, sixteen 
miles o7 sewers, five and a half miies each of 
It has put up gas and 
It has plant- 
Some of 


water and gas pipes. 
water works for 10.000 people. 
ed thousands of trees and shrubs. 
the trees are eighty feet high and nincteen 
inches in diameter. Lawns and ‘parks have 
beenmade. A church, that cost $13,000, has 
gone up, and a hotel will be finished the firs' 
of July. 

This ready-made town is already a success. 
Forty-seven fine dwellings have been put up, 
some worth $50,000. Lots are sold to pur- 
chasers, 100 feet front by 250 feet deep, only 
one dwelling to be put upon a lot, and the 
dwelling to be built ina year and cost not 
less than $5,000. 

The conception is certainly an original ard 
daring one. In this connection we take tle 
occasion to call attention to a suggestion that 
we made a year ago, that some one could ce 
a profitable thing by investing in the appa- 
ratus necessary for transplanting large trecs 
in this city. In the account of this new city, 
from which we have taken the above items, 
we find the following: 

There have been planted since June, 1869, 
47,000 shrubs, 7,000 evergreen trees and 32,- 
000 deciduous trees. Of the latter, 2,500 
were large shade trees, some of them nine 
teen inches in diameter of bole and eighty 
feet high. Special machinery has been used 
to take up and move these. One tree with 
its clump weighed twenty-five tones. This 
year, among other planting, they have con- 
tracted for the setting out of 30,000 elm trees. 
The elm seems to do well here. There arc 
some very large and handsome specimens on 
the river bank. 

Thirty acres of the public grounds have 
been put in lawn, and a part of the river bank 
in the improved division has been most charm-

Whatever of merit there has been in the 
course of the Commune has been swampcd 
hopclessly in the brutal savagery of its reign. 
Let us hope that the French Goveroment 
will now be able to jnaugurate a rule of 
peace for that poor, unhappy country; and 
that relieved alike from foreiga war and in- 
testine dissention, this impoverished and des- 
olated land can enter upon a new course of 
prospelity.

ME STARTS HiS MOVE FOR THE DEMOCRACY 
OF OHIO. 


Dayton, O., May 18.—In the Montgomery 
County Democratic Convention to-day, Val- 
andigham, fromthe Committee on Lesolu- 
tions, reported and advocated resolutions, 
which were adopted, recognizing differences 
of opinion among Democrats concerning the 
issues of the war and agrecing to disagree as 
to the past, cordially to invile all Republicans 
who believe now as we believe upon the pres- 
ent issues to co-operate with the Democrats 
on the basis of perfect equality with every 
member of the party.

The twelfth demands a speedy return to 
specie payments. 

The thirteenth denies an irrepressible con- 
flict between labor and capital, and justifies 
the accumulation of wealth for proper pur- 
poses, but sympathizes with the efforts of 
labor to protect and dignify itself.

GREAT MASSACHUSETTS DEMOCRAT ON 
THE ESSENCE OF DEMOCRACY. 


From the St. Louis Republican ] 
Quincy, May 6, 1871. 


A. Warren Kelsey, Eaq.—Dear Sim: [have 
the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a 
communication from you in¢losing two ex- 
tracts from newspapers upon which you re- 
quest my criticism; and I infer from your 
letter that you wish to learn my nion 
upon the public questions discussed in those 
articles. 
You are quite welcome to know them if 
you are willing to accept them as simply the 
speculation of an individual. I represent 
nobody, and do not boast a follower in the 
world; nor do I know that my notions are 
shared by any considerable portion of any 
rty. 

The people of the United States feel in- 
stinctively that they are going wrong, but 
they are told that it will be dangerous to re- 
trace their steps. They know that the path 
upon which they have entered is beset with 
pitfalls; but even a bad pass is better than 
the precipice. The sweep of reaction is stayed 
by the dread of revolution. The policy of 
shrewd Democrats and the duty of good citi- 
zens is to dispel this apprehension, no matter 
how foolish it may seem to them. Short of 
honor and good faith, no sacrifice should Le 
deemed severe which would suffice to lay 
that haunting spectre. . For that reason, I de- 
plore the halting, hesitating step with which 
the Democracy is sneaking up to its inevita- 
ble position. 

For this cause I share your regret at the 
studious ambiguity which seems to search 
for a sally-port through which to dodge its 
destiny.

The peopie 
will never resign the attitude of hostile vigi- 
lance which is the real significance of the 
present administration, until they know that 
no one of their war trophies is longer dispu- 
ted. Then they will gladly resume the hab- 
its which they love and the good nature 
which they repress. 

What then is the meaning of the grotesque 
contortions of those who profess a fondness 
for camels and yet strain so fantastically at 
this enat? For the essence of all Democra- 
ey is equality—nothing but equality of all 
men before the law. Kqual and exact justice 
to every man, and each to share in the gov- 
ernment of all.
